Ivy+ Overview 

Ivy+ tuition means students pay the same tuition rate when they 
enroll in 12 or more credits per semester. It is the same price if 
they take 12, 13, 14, or 15 or more credits.

Ivy+ textbooks means all required textbooks are one price. 
Students in the 2021-22 academic year will have the cost of 
required books covered, for free!



Ivy+ Tuition & Summer-Flex
Ivy+ tuition charges the same full-time rate for students enrolled 
in 12 or more credits

Ivy+ encourages students to enroll in more courses, improves 
persistence and completion rates, and reduces the overall cost 
of their education
